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NATIONALISM AND SCHOLARSHIP 
By Rosert HERNDON Fire, President of the Association 


T is customary for the President of the Association to deliver an address 
as part of the annual program. For the most part my predecessors have 

used this occasion to discuss a subject of scholarly concern lying within the 
range of the speaker’s competence, and the records of our annual meetings 
include a number of erudite papers of this character which were, or should 
have been, of interest to the audiences and which as published material 
have continuing significance for scholarship in widely diversified fields. By 
tradition, however, this occasion is for the President, who is in a few days to 
give place to a successor, a sort of moriturus saluto and he is therefore free 
to discuss any subject that he thinks of importance for the welfare of the 
organization. Several of my predecessors in office have departed from the 
erudite tradition and dealt with questions of contemporary import or of 
practical importance for the programs of the Association. The crisis in 
national affairs, which has its bearing on all forms of co-operative under- 
taking, leads me to follow this precedent and take up a matter, the sig- 
nificance of which for the future of higher learning in our country has not, 
I think, been realized or adequately discussed. It is the problem of the rela- 
tion between nationalism and scholarship and, more specifically, the de- 
velopment of an American national scholarship in the humanities. 

As the war goes forward toward its inevitable conclusion we strain our 
eyes to catch a vision of the world beyond its storms. In spite of all the 
disillusionments of years gone by, hope springs anew that when peace shall 
have crowned our arms it will open a new era, an era of liberty, justice, and 
helpful collaboration among the nations. Like the weird prophetess, the 
Volva in the Norse Edda, after the fearful twilight of the gods, the ragnarékr 
and its fiery purge, we see a new world arise on which a purified race will 
dwell in harmony: 

Now do I see the earth anew 
Rise all green from the waves again, 
The cataract falls and the eagle flies 
And fish he catches beneath the cliffs. 
In wondrous beauty once again 
Shall the golden tables stand mid the grass, 
Which the gods had owned in the days of old, 
The fields unmowed bear ripened fruit, 
All ills grow better and Balder comes back. 
There shall the righteous rulers dwell 
And happiness ever there shall they have. 
(Bellow’s trans., N. Y., 1923) 
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No group among the war-weary peoples feels this universal longing more 
than the scholars, particularly humanistic scholars, for none has more to 
lose in the turmoil of warring nations: ‘“‘Quidquid delirant reges, plectuntur 
Achivi.” Certainly many of us in the Modern Language Association must 
have looked back in the past few years with sharp nostalgia toward the 
days, nearly two hundred years ago, when Immanuel Kant was a hopeful 
young docent, when poets and scholars believed in the perfectibility of man 
and could look down on the dynastic wars that beset Europe with the 
philosophic detachment of citizens of the world. 

For the fading of the dream of eternal peace scholars have certainly a 
large share of responsibility. The German philosopher Herder gave the 
impulse. He too believed that mankind was on the way toward a golden 
age of cosmopolitan culture, yet it was he who sowed the conception of the 
racial unity and continuity of the Volk that germinated so quickly among 
the Romantic generation and ripened into a harvest of passionate national- 
ism. In Germany historians like Frederick Savigny and Joseph von Gérres 
created the imaginative pattern: the nation is a great tree, its roots anchored 
in the profound depths of the unknown past. Nourished from this mysteri- 
ous source, its branches spread afar and bring forth leaves and blossoms 
year by year. These wither and sink down to enrich the earth for a new 
florescence. Thus the generations of a people follow one another in an eternal 
cycle, each vital with the immortal spirit of the nation. 

What such ideas have meant for Europe is written in the history of the 
nineteenth and twentieth centuries. We see them at work today in all parts 
of the world, among peoples of oldest culture like the Chinese, and among 
the primitive Bantu tribes of East and South Africa. They have spread 
with like infection through millions of people in India and the few hundred 
thousand Basques in the Pyrenees. Even nations like France and England 
and Spain, long ago forged into patriotic unity around dynasty or common 
language, have accepted the general philosophy that their rdle in the world 
is the unhalting flow of a historic stream of culture that bears on its bosom 
every great achievement of the nation’s sons and daughters, its scholars, 
scientists, and artists, its soldiers, discoverers, and men of business. The 
spirit of the nation informs and colors all. 

No class has felt this national urge more strongly than scholars and none 
has contributed more to its cultivation. Historians and linguists have built 
the bridges that lead back into the past and have dug up the folk traditions 
that lay buried among the peasantry; poets and orators have dressed his- 
tory and popular traditions in romantic garb and given them so to the 
masses. The creation and tempering of the spirit of unity in Norway after 
400 years of foreign rule was largely the work of Henrik Wergeland, a 
scholar and a poet, and Andreas Munch, a scholar. Bjérnson and his gener- 
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ation drew enthusiasm from both these predecessors. Finland was stirred 
to national consciousness by Runeberg and Lénroth and Snellman, scholars 
as well as poets. Polish historians furnished the material that kept alive the 
consciousness of Poland’s great past and finally aroused classes and masses 
to the struggle for national recreation. The foundation of the movement for 
national independence among the Czechs following the revolution of 1848 
was largely the work of historians and professors of literature at the Charles 
University in Prague; the awakening of the South Slavs, the Estonians, the 
Latvians, and the Irish to the consciousness of racial unity was due in great 
part to historians, including literary historians who brought to light the 
songs and folk-tales of their past. We can observe the same movement at 
work today in Puerto Rico, where enthusiasm for national independence is 
cultivated at the university in Rio Piedras by a group of scholars and 
writers who are seeking to awaken in the people of that island the memory 
of their Colonial traditions and to instill in them a belief in a peculiar 
Puerto Rican culture, a propaganda mixed of history and imagination. 
The spirit of nationalism runs through nearly all contemporary European 
historiography and especially the historiography of literature. This is the 
observation of every student of the literature of a foreign people, unless, as 
often happens, he surrenders himself so fully to foreign teachers that he 
wears the same national blinders they do. The tendency to glorify the 
writers of one’s own language and nation is an inescapable characteristic of 
nineteenth-century development and has been accepted as a matter of 
course ever since the establishment of chairs for the national literatures in 
the universities of Europe. It shows itself in ways that vary in accord with 
the national situation. Scholars of Central and Northern Europe have made 
front but slowly against the pre-eminence of the French and English, the 
beati possidentes in the linguistic field. This struggle of the “have-nots” for 
international recognition sometimes takes an aggressive, sometimes a 
plaintive tone; it is a struggle, quite unconsciously waged, for new markets 
in the world of culture. This explains, I think, the exaggerated pathos of 
German biography and of German interpretation of the great figures in the 
nation’s past, the tendency to equip them with the qualities which the 
Germans regard as supreme in their national ethos and to condemn or 
sweep aside as unecht authors who are suspect of international character- 
istics. Something of the same attitude can be seen in the work of Nor- 
wegian historians and literary critics. The literary historians and critics of 
France and England are not less marked by a conviction of the unique 
greatness of their writers, but their national enthusiasm takes a different 
form. They assume that the entire world recognizes and concedes the im- 
portance, if not the supremacy, of their literature, a kind of narcissism that 
springs from centuries of domination in the political and social fields. The 
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nationalistic attitude is the same everywhere. International standards of 
judgment are rarely found among native scholars in the exposition or inter- 
pretation of their own literary history. 

Everywhere nationalism has cast its romantic spell. This trend in affairs 
is rooted deeply in the history of Europe since the end of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, indeed since the Renaissance, and is no more to be praised or blamed 
than other manifestations of the mysterious development which, to conceal 
our ignorance, we glibly define as the “stream of history.” We may at times 
feel homesickness for the great age of humanism, when the satires of 
Erasmus or the love lyrics of John Secundus ran through all the univer- 
sities of Europe in Latin, the universal language of scholarship, and brought 
refreshment and inspiration to men of learning everywhere; but few of us 
today would be willing to go back to a period when scholarship was a closed 
fraternity and its vernacular, no matter how artistic an expression of the 
soul experience it might convey, an unknown language to the masses. Even 
should humanity, in generations yet to come, fulfill the dreams of the philos- 
ophers of the eighteenth century, even should historians of the future so far 
divest themselves of national bias that they can approach the culture of 
every people with equal objectivity and interest and judge it with a far 
greater equipment for understanding than is dreamed of at the present 
time, even in that far-off day it is likely that the universities and their 
savants will still concentrate their efforts on their national literature for 
indoctrinating their students in the national culture. 

This raises the old question as to whether we Americans are conscious 
that we have a national culture and are capable of implementing it through 
our studies. The path to independence in this is still blocked by remnants 
of the parental complex. It is natural that we should have freed ourselves 
more slowly from English traditions in literary history than in political and 
social history or philosophy or economics. Language and literature are in- 
separable, and style traditions and patterns are deeply conservative. Fur- 
thermore, literature, like other artistic creations, flows from the very well- 
spring of a people’s soul and brings with it age-old inner experiences of the 
race. It is indeed a question whether and how we can distinguish the English 
poets and the English cultural attitudes that properly belong to us as a part 
of the American heritage from those that bear no closer relationship to our 
national culture than contributions that came from France or Italy or 
Germany. It cannot be denied that the past half-century has brought a new 
orientation in families of Anglo-American stock in respect to the English 
tradition and that many of us have come to realize that the history of Amer- 
ican arts and letters is as much a reality as our political and social history. 
As a product of an American home which still nourished anti-British feeling 
and a suspicion of British designs, probably as a heritage from the early 
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days of the republic, as a boy I learned from my school teachers to recite 
with enthusiasm not only Campbell’s stirring ballad to the “mariners of 
England” but also Tennyson’s tribute to Balaklava, and as a college 
student I greeted with uncritical enthusiasm the smug imperialism of 
Kipling’s “‘Recessional.” Such is the persistent force of a cultural tradition 
as distinguished from the reality of contemporary life. Mine may have 
been an isolated experience, but I think many of the sons and daughters of 
native American families who belong to my generation may have had the 
same struggle to free themselves from British traditions in the interpreta- 
tion of history. No one will deny that there has been a change in this regard 
in the twentieth century and that the schools are building a new national 
consciousness. We are also assured by critics that American literature has 
achieved independence of the British, but it is doubtful whether the tradi- 
tional and contemporary elements that distinguish our national culture 
from that of our English cousins are recognized by literary scholarship. It is 
of the highest importance that they should be. At the risk of wandering too 
far from the field of literature I must point out at least one striking in- 
stance where dependence on English cultural traditions has done and still 
does us much harm: the distorted historical picture of Spain which lingers 
in the minds of Americans and even in American textbooks. The tradition 
of Spanish brutality and greed in the Americas, in contrast with the noble 
courage and self-denying patriotism of such British heroes as, for instance, 
John Hawkins and Francis Drake, would bring a smile to the severe face of 
Clio herself. The brotherhood of common political traditions with England 
will certainly endure through the years, but in the field of both history 
and literature we must have a broader perspective than the English lan- 
guage provides if we are to develop a really American school of criticism. 
The most obvious way to achieve this is through competence in at least one 
of the other literatures of Europe, first-hand competence through command 
of its language and a professional knowledge of its poetic traditions, its 
great authors, and its critical attitudes; all of which will enable us to assess 
the achievements of the British with something less of an unconscious, but 
very real, partisanship. 

If the hand of British tradition still lies heavy on our scholarship, that of 
France, Germany, or Spain is in large measure determinant for members of 
the literary-historical guild who have taken these countries as their province 
Here the foreign historians or their American disciples become our teachers; 
foreign patterns of national feeling and methods of interpretation confront 
us as soon as we cross the frontier of specialized professional training. Then 
study in Paris or Berlin or Munich or Madrid sets the mould. It has often 
been said, especially since the first World War, that study in a foreign 
university usually sharpens the critical faculty of the young American for 
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defects in foreign culture and the superior qualities of our own. I believe 
that is true as regards political life and some aspects of social life, but it is 
also true that concentration on the imaginative aspects of a unilingual body 
of literature and isolation from other methods of approach than those culti- 
vated by its native historians tend to saturate our thinking and make us 
unwittingly propagandists for foreign mores in the spiritual world. Someone 
has said that the culture of China is like a sea which impregnates with salt 
any body of fresh water that comes in contact with it. A similar dilution 
threatens the American scholar who exposes his mind and imagination to 
the subtle influence of an older national culture and limits his range to a 
single national literature. 

This isolation is increased by the continuing enlistment of foreign scholars 
and teachers in our universities and colleges. Whatever their distinction in 
their fields of learning, whatever their stimulating influence on colleagues 
and students, their presence in our faculties raises questions of real im- 
portance for the future of American scholarship. The calling of a foreign 
scholar to a chair in the university implies that we have no one available 
in this country who is so well qualified to fill the position. If this is true, 
and it certainly is in some cases, then it is high time that we do something 
about it. It really means that after sixty or more years of effort in the field 
of higher education we still have to call on Europe to supply men to train 
our younger scholars, even in fields of graduate study that were among the 
earliest cultivated in American universities. In some institutions foreign 
language departments and administrators seem to feel that their responsibil- 
ities have been fully met when the university faculty has been decorated 
with the name of another distinguished European or a European of lesser 
distinction. In these circumstances the modern language department is 
like the flower garden of an enthusiastic amateur whose beautiful specimens 
fill you with envy until you discover that they were transferred in full 
bloom from a more benign soil. In the meantime the young home stock 
languishes for lack of skilled care. If it is true that our workshops are so 
lacking in apprentices of the right quality that we have to go elsewhere for 
master workmen, then our first duty in the post-war years is to enlist young 
men from the colleges for training. We cannot accept the alternative, that 
America can produce sufficient men of mastery in the natural and social 
sciences, but not enough with ability or willingness to climb the difficult 
but rewarding path in the humanities. We cannot of course forget what we 
owe to those European scholars who helped to lay the foundation and rear 
the structure of higher learning in this country; likewise to the colleagues 
who have come to us more recently from other countries either by invitation 
or to seek a refuge from economic distress or political persecution. We are 
grateful for the enrichment of our scholarship and the inspiration they 
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bring to our inner life, as well as for their fraternal loyalty in the struggle 
with our educational problems. For this Association especially it would be 
a real disaster if the door of opportunity for men of competence should not 
be held open. On the other hand, we have a duty which is no less imper- 
ative, to build a body of scholars in language and literature who can con- 
tribute something which lies in the power only of those whose roots are in 
our own educational soil and who have been nourished in American tradi- 
tions. Surely it is no fanatical nationalism or parochial selfishness to ask 
that transplantings should not cut off Americans of scholarly promise from 
opportunities for growth and full development by way of university appoint- 
ment or promotion. These are the foundations upon which an independent 
American scholarship has to be built. There is no other way through which 
we can make as original a contribution to the world of erudition as our 
European neighbors or as our American colleagues are making in philosophy 
and history. There are undoubtedly fields of research for which no native 
scholar is available. In such cases the universities should provide seed-corn 
for the future by selecting young men for training and making generous 
provision therefor. We do not want merely to measure our powers against 
the achievement of foreign master-workmen; our goal should be to mobilize 
our abilities and energies for a full development of what is unique in our 
American culture. 

If there is still observable that “certain condescension in foreigners” 
against which Dr. Holmes protested, we have ourselves to blame, not the 
foreign critic or foreign visitors to our shores. When a colleague has one of 
his studies accepted for a European periodical or as a volume in a European 
series, we still are apt to feel that it is an accolade of unusual honor. This is 
especially the case if his work appears in a foreign language. I am afraid 
that the scholarly chafacter of the work, which may indeed be high, is less 
important in our minds than the idea that the contribution shows careful 
schooling in a foreign technique and the successful adaptation of a foreign 
pattern. Whatever its value as a work of scholarship, objectively consid- 
ered, it is a pendant to foreign craftmanship. 

Some years ago an eminent literary critic, long a member of this Associ- 
ation, made the statement that modern language scholarship in this country 
was altogether without originality. I am afraid we cannot be sure that he 
was wrong, provided we take originality to mean something more than 
systematic, efficient workmanship and a skillful adaptation and combi- 
nation of imported methods. It is indeed doubtful whether in literary- 
historical research we have developed any approach to the sources or any 
methods of interpretation that differ so widely from those which prevail 
in France or Germany or England that we can define them as distinctly 
American. This raises the question whether there is such a thing as a type of 
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scholarship so conditioned by national background and national experience 
that its origin may be recognized through the selection and ordering of 
materials and the critical treatment of the sources. Is there a national 
spiritual metabolism that results in a methodology and an interpretative 
procedure recognizable as French or English or German or Italian or Span- 
ish? All historiography since the eighteenth century has been tinged with 
national coloring. We know what this means in political and social history 
and we cannot expect literary historians to be less tightly bound by the 
invisible cords that education and other cultural traditions weave in the 
formative years. This is something too many-sided for definition, an out- 
growth of what anthropologists call the “culture complex.” It is the spirit 
of a nation which emerges from the interweaving of folk-experience with 
earlier, racial traits and tendencies, some of which in the older nations reach 
back into the dim centuries that antedate history. What we appreciate 
most deeply in the scholarship of a nation is just that which escapes our 
formulas and defies our imitation. Such is the underlying irony in the 
Frenchman’s attitude toward historical sources, his artistry in textual 
analysis and manipulation, his enthusiasm in the pursuit of literary genres 
and the establishment of their boundaries, his aversion to relativity in fixing 
standards of judgment. Scholars of other heritage than French may try to 
fall into line with these attitudes and approaches, but they always arrive 
somewhere else. Those of us who build on German models find it possible to 
pursue with the same massive thoroughness the minutiae of historical fact, 
to detect and isolate environmental influences or dissect source relationships 
with equal skill, but when the German biographer or critic passes from these 
realities into the realm of metaphysical combination, he leaves all imitation 
behind. Who can follow him when he builds an inverted pyramid of theory 
on a pin-point base of reality? Who can imitate those airy structures, com- 
pounded of subtle inferences and emotionalized analyses, those hypotheses 
which his creative imagination then transforms into stable platforms on 
which to build more hypotheses? Who but a German can reconstruct the 
spirit of an author or of a work of genius or a historical epoch so as to give 
to the web of fancy the complete illusion of reality? 

With the British scholar, on the other hand, we are apt to find ourselves 
on the same basis of Positivism; like him we cling to concrete facts and 
direct historical experience, and, we are just as wary as he is about trusting 
ourselves to the uncertain waters of ideological speculation. We have the 
same dread of slipping into anything like pathos in our interpretations; like 
him we prefer the easy jog-trot on well-trodden paths of method, never too 
far from the guide posts of philology and history. What sets the British 
scholar apart, however, is the slashing independence with which he thrusts 
aside the emotional and merely decorative attributes and goes for the 
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essential aspects of character and the core of quality. This gives a certain 
actuality to his pursuit of even very insignificant personalities and relation- 
ships in history, particularly the history of Britain, which is his main con- 
cern. In his hands these persons seem to exist in the round; in the hands of 
the outlander this diving into family dependencies and legal complications, 
this pursuit of the ancestry of some county worthy remotely related to an 
author, this rummaging among dusty tax lists loses all vitality and becomes 
a mere pushing about of antique furniture. 

We often hear it said that America is to become the center of scholarly 
research in the post-war years, that a bankrupt and intellectually wasted 
Europe will send its sons to our universities for higher training, that Ameri- 
can libraries will have to fill the gaps in source materials caused by bombs 
and fires in Europe, and that American scholarship will have to show the 
way in humanistic endeavor as well as in the natural sciences. The members 
of this Association will be the last to believe in such a development or to 
wish for it. In the post-war world all the varieties of humanistic culture and 
every national contribution to humanistic learning will be as essential as 
ever before. But even if we do not aspire to the impossible réle of leadership 
in the humanities, we at least want to play our full part in these studies. 

For this we shall face the necessity for the expansion of our national 
scholarship in a rapidly contracting world. Some paths to this are obvious. 
We must take off the linguistic blinders. In the military field the experience 
of the Second World War repeated the quickly-forgotten lesson of 1917-18, 
and the handicaps of our lack of equipment in foreign languages were 
intensified by the fact that the war at once took on a planetary character. 
The way in which our linguists rose to the crisis is known to all of us. They 
faced the responsibility with American resourcefulness and ingenuity, 
qualities which even our severest foreign critic will not deny us, and put 
into action devices for teaching languages which were novel, at least as 
adapted to mass instruction. Whether in the post-war years this intensified 
effort will turn out to have made a breach in the wall of indifference to 
foreign language study on the part of educationists and educational ad- 
ministrators, no oracle has yet told us. The pressure for a new attitude must 
come from their constituents, the American parents and taxpayers, who 
have hitherto entrusted their children and their dollars with such pathetic 
confidence to the curriculum experts, lulled by the music of glorious words 
like “progressive education,” “socialized instruction,” and “integrated 
programs.” 

For American scholars, whose problem it is to develop the ideals which 
are essentially our own, it is of prime importance to avoid entanglement in a 
single foreign culture, European or other. The way to freedom is in broad- 
ening the bases for our ideas. The past two years have done something to

show young Americans that the forbidding doors to a knowledge of Russian 
and Persian and Arabic and the languages of the Middle and Far East are 
not proof against earnest endeavor. A number of younger scholars are 
following the call to a widening of linguistic competence. For most of us of 
the older generation, except the professional linguists, whose task does not 
include problems of literary tradition or the field of ideological or aesthetic 
interpretation, for most of us the range of competence in the languages of 
Europe is limited. The greater number of American scholars in literature, 
I assume, can read French with ease and enjoyment; not nearly so many can 
exercise this ability in German or Spanish or Italian. Very few can read with 
appreciation the great works of world literature in the Northern languages, 
can hear for example, except in the broken tones of an English translation, 
the powerful, remorseless tread of Ibsen’s four-accenters in Brand. Few 
indeed, even of those who lecture on the European novel, can look into the 
faces of Dostoevski’s baffling characters except through the blurred glass 
of translation. A revelation comes to us at times when we resolve on a direct 
interview with some classical master who has been known before only in 
translation. Permit me to illustrate that by a personal experience with 
Camoéns. Years ago I read parts of the Lusiad in an English translation, 
with no effect except to put the poet into his niche in the museum of tire- 
some Renaissance allegorists. Then after a visit to Brazil the real Os 
Lusiadas came into my hands on shipboard. A little knowledge of Portu- 
guese helped me stumble through the first canto; then I caught the fire: 
classical divinities and Portuguese heroes flushed with life, the whole 
Renaissance fabric colored like a rich Bokhara rug, historic reality and the 
creations of fancy fused completely into an inner experience, borne on the 
mellifluous and even stream of Camoéns’ verse. 

We often point the finger of professional scorn at the sociologists and 
educationists who tell us that everything worth while in foreign science and 
culture can be understood and enjoyed in English translation. We forget 
that our own knowledge of literature outside our field of special interest is 
most likely to be drawn from translations, and that if we once, in college or 
graduate school, read Faust and the Divine Comedy in the language of 
Goethe and Dante, we left the originals long ago to gather dust beside our 
school editions of the Antigone and Horace’ Carmina. Now when we go back 
to look at them, it is through the glass of Bayard Taylor or Longfellow. 
How different a Danish critic like George Brandes or a Swedish literary 
historian like the late Henrik Schiick! Such men know all the chief lan- 
guages of Europe as a matter of course, and are able to interpret European 
literature from Moscow to Madrid on a truly comparative basis. Must we 
leave it to Scandinavians or Slavs to draw the total picture of modern 
European letters? Are we to continue to owe our knowledge of much of 
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East European literature to the Germans? While Swedes and Norwegians, 
Russians and Poles, must learn other languages to escape too close con- 
finement in their own national culture, the American scholar needs to ex- 
tend his language competence in order to assure himself independence of a 
narrow foreign influence. 

If then we in America are to create a national scholarship in letters, we 
must extend our knowledge of the literature of other nations. We must also 
know our own more widely. A good deal has been said recently about the 
default of the schocls in teaching American history. Certainly much could 
be said about the insufficient teaching of American literature in the col- 
leges. Here we cannot put the blame on the professional curriculum makers. 
The lack of a systematic grounding in the literature of our country goes 
further, indeed, than the colleges, for I have heard scholars who are highly 
competent in English literature confess to considerable lack of knowledge 
of our own; some are indifferent about it; some seem to be rather proud of 
their ignorance of this subject. Such persons have never discovered Amer- 
ica, no matter how far back their family history may go into the Colonial 
period. Here we need a program for the Americanization of Americans. For 
the nations of Europe an indoctrination in their native culture through 
their literature is a basic element of education for all who aspire to higher 
learning; surely there is nothing fanatical in the demand that those who 
are to become professional exponents of a foreign literature should have a 
systematic, if not a professional, knowledge of their own. We often hear 
complaints that our historical studies tend to become mere antiquarianism, 
that concentration on the aesthetic aspects of literature means a retreat 
into the ivory tower and produces spiritual anemia. We cannot work 
effectively either in our own research or in collaboration with our students 
in an atmosphere where all feeling of contact with life and its emotions is 
excluded. There is certainly no better field for the awakening of a con- 
sciousness of the relation between emotional experience and artistic form 
than in the study of our own literature from its cruder beginnings in the 
age of religious tension and of sentimental illusion, through its interpreta- 
tions of provincial diversities, its struggle for freedom from English pat- 
terns and native pharisaism, its failures and its triumphs. It is the auto- 
biography of our own youthful souls. For us it is the best training in the 
study of the interrelation of social life and institutions with literature, an 
aspect of research that beckons with increasing interest in all our fields of 
literary study. More than all, American literature is our own: our own in 
its immaturity, our own in its alternations of spiritual uncertainty and proud 
self-confidence, our own in its extraordinary cultural contrasts and unend- 
ing diversity. 

We talk a great deal in these days about the American way of life. When 
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we look around it seems impossible to define what that means. Differences 
in cultural levels seem more apparent and appalling than ever before, and 
social and economic adjustments never seemed further from attainment. 
We are drawn from every nation and race: we are sprung from Colonial 
families and from refugees who escaped from the most recent tyrannies and 
economic disasters; we are the grandchilden of aristocrats and of slaves; 
our ancestors wrote a refined English or German or Dutch and some could 
not even write their names. We confess to every religious creed and to no 
religion at all. We stand on every platform of economic theory. Our politics 
is conservative, liberal, radical, in the most diverse forms and with the most 
subtle distinctions and modifications that those terms can be made to in- 
clude. Our political life is a prize ring where economic minorities struggle 
for advantage, at times indeed for the extinction of their rivals. Is it possible 
to find a common spiritual denominator in this welter of contrasts and 
conflicts? 

The answer is given by the triumphant unity of the nation in the present 
crisis. In the very hour when our differences seemed most acute, our re- 
sponse to the call for defense has been more unanimous and more ready for 
sacrifice than at any time in our history. We discover that we are a nation 
and that our unity has the sanction of a religion. We discover also some- 
thing which we have tended to overlook, that our power lies in our very 
diversities and contrasts; we supplement each other not only in physical 
resources but in spiritual reactions. Party conflicts lead to a loyal acceptance 
of defeat and to moderation in victory. Fanaticism cancels fanaticism and 
points the way to toleration. Liberty and unity are still inseparable. 

There is of course no formula for the spirit of America. To try to find one 
is to become lost in figures of speech; only the poet can penetrate through 
the inconsistencies to the essential and get a vision of the common de- 
nominator. What is really important is that we should believe in ourselves 
and in our mission for the creation of a national scholarship; that we should 
listen more attentively to what goes on in our own souls and be less sensitive 
to the opinion of other peoples. Humility, we may remember, is a social 
amenity, not a law of ethics; as a Christian virtue it is subordinate to faith, 
and it is faith that we need if we are to realize our duty as humanistic 
scholars in the post-war days. 

There are signs that the Modern Language Association is making ready 
for this with a broadened vision and self-confidence. A dozen years ago 
there were many who felt that we were in danger of stagnation. Our re- 
search interests followed in the old grooves or sought to imitate foreign 
patterns; too many of us seemed to be comfortable in the ivory tower. 
Everyone who examines the programs that were prepared for the two an- 
nual meetings that could not be held and especially the program of the 
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present meeting will be struck by the vigorous way in which research 
groups are seeking new interests. Social influences on literature, inter- 
relationships between language and literature and the other arts and science, 
comparative studies of international literary contacts, the expansion of the 
program in the Northern and East European languages—all testify to the 
broadening of our horizon. The work of the Committee on Trends in Edu- 
cation shows once more that humanistic scholars in this country are not a 
cloistered group but keenly alive to their duty toward education. 

Thus we look forward in a spirit of faith to our réle in the humane stud- 
ies when the earth shall rise anew from the waves and scholars shall be free 
again for the tasks of peace. 
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SECRETARY’S REPORT 


Prior to the report for 1944 the Secretary presents for your consideration 
the reports for 1942 and 1943 printed in the PMLA Supplements of Vol- 
umes LVII and LVIII. Thougi few members appear to realize the fact, 
action on the Secretary’s Report is annually the most critical moment in 
the affairs of the Association, since acceptance of it implies approval of the 
Acts of the Executive Council. At Indianapolis in 1941 the Association 
empowered the Council unconstitutionally to cancel during the war time 
emergency our Annual Meeting, and the Council twice did so. Furthermore, 
it accepted on your behalf in 1942 and 1943 the report of the Committee on 
Nomination of Officers and the results of the mail ballot. It could no doubt 
easily have rallied a quorum of twenty-five selected members to give formal 
legality to current actions, but such members would not have been, as the 
Council is, the choice of the Association. Your acceptance at this point of 
the 1942 and 1943 reports would restore to good standing all seventeen 
members of the Council, of whom at present only six having votes were 
constitutionally elected. 


[Acceptance was voted without dissent] 


The Secretary presents as his formal report for 1944 the following five 
items: 
1. The Supplement of 1943 and the four quarterly numbers of PMLA, 
Volume LIX (including in the Supplement and September number the Acts 
and Meetings of the Executive Council).

(3) To Harold S. Wilson, University of Nebraska, for travel and living 
expenses, to gather materials in the Harvard College Library for 
a study of Renaissance rhetorical theory, $150. 
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4. Membership in the Association totaling 3,706 (in 1943, 3,714), a 
loss of 8 members. The 33 Honorary Members are not included nor are 468 
subscribing libraries. 

5. Grants received by the Association, totalling $7,400, as follows: 

From the Rockefeller Foundation for a survey conducted by the 
Commission on Trends in Education $6,000. 
From the American Council of Learned Societies in aid of publica- 


tion $400. 
From the Hispanic Society of America (indirectly) in aid of publica- 
tion $1,000. 


The total for 1935-1944 is near $75,000. Proceeds from books in 1944 
approached $2,000 (in 1943, $2,500). 


The figures on membership include about 100 enlisted in the armed forces 
and carried as inactive members without dues. On September 30 our mem- 
bership had risen by 48 over the figures of December 30, 1943. By resigna- 
tion we lost 71 members (70 in 1943). Since the October drop the member- 
ship net rise has been 138. 

Apart from this we have sustained the loss by death of 3 Honorary Mem- 
bers, Paul Hazard, Alfred Jeanroy, and Ferdinand Lot, and of 28 members, 
among whom are William T. Colville (a member since 1884), Edward C. 
Armstrong (our president in 1917 and 1918), Walter Llewelyn Bullock, 
Frank Allan Patterson, Hoyt H. Hudson, Walter James Graham, Hazelton 
Spencer, and Blanche Colton Williams.

As Chairman of the Editorial Committee, the Secretary reports: 


1. The March 1945 issue of PMLA has been sent to the printer; and all accepted 
papers have been prepared for printing. These nearly but not quite suffice to fill 
Volume LX. Romance remains underrepresented. 

2. The distribution of articles in Volume LIX is as follows: American Literature 
1 paper, 11 pages; Comparative Literature 1 paper, 14 pages; English (before 1600) 
8 papers, 123 pages; English (after 1600) 21 papers, 351 pages; French 12 papers, 
175 pages; Italian, Spanish, and Portuguese 3 papers, 45 pages; Germanic 9 papers, 
129 pages; Linguistics, 4 papers, 78 pages. 

3. The Committee expresses gratitude to its Consultants for their almost uni- 
formly prompt and careful reports. 


As Chairman of the Program Committee, the Secretary reports: 


1. In 1945 and thereafter the normal allowance of three papers for each Discussion 
Group meeting will be maintained. 

2. The Committee has voted to encourage at our meetings inclusion of papers 
written in the foreign languages in which Groups specialize. This year there are 15 
(French 5, German 7, Italian 1, Spanish 2.) 

3. To the body of officers and committeemen the Program Committee expresses 
gratitude for their exceptional effort which has this year produced a program com- 
plete for every Section and for every Group. 


While the Association has a large quota of members in the armed forces, 
in Government work, and in war jobs, this program demonstrates that it has 
continued as well its enthusiasm for constructive research.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON PHOTOGRAPHIC 
REPRODUCTIONS 


By Professors Witt1aM C. and Rosert H. Co-Chairmen 


Tue report for this year is essentially the same as that of a year ago: a repetition 
of the difficulties encountered in trying to carry on our service to scholarship under 
war conditions. 

In one respect, at least, there has been slight progress. A few new items have 
been added to our series, whereas we were not able to report a single acquisition 
during 1943. This is merely to say that requests for materials have been extremely 
rare. Many younger members have had their research interrupted by war service; 
others are presumably occupied with heavier teaching schedules due to the acceler- 
ated educational program. Probably the most important factor, however, is the 
inability to secure photographic copies from foreign libraries. We have several 
orders awaiting the resumption of service in Spain and France. Finally, the scarcity 
of microfilm supplies and equipment has had an effect at home and abroad. The 
Library of Congress, which can no longer make duplicates for loan purposes, is 
reluctant to send out original master film copies. 

These obstacles were foreseen at the start of the war, but we were hopeful that 
enforced reliance on the bibliographical resources of America might have some 
compensating results. In a previous report this Committee invited exploitation of 
South-American archives, without taking into account the almost total lack of 
facilities for microphotography in most of our neighbor republics. Strange as it may 
seem, in order to get reproductions of documents there one generally has to pay for 
copying done by hand. The renaissance of learning anticipated by microfilm enthusi- 
asts must, therefore, be delayed for perhaps another generation. 

Our most pressing problem continues to be that of delivering dividend microfilm 
copies to subscribing libraries. Orders for the last two years are still on file pending 
completion of the reorganization proposed by officials of the Library of Congress. 
The Co-Chairmen of the Committee on Photographic Reproductions are of the 
opinion that annual solicitation of contributions should be suspended until our out- 
standing obligations have been redeemed. In the meanwhile a statement of account 
will be sent to each subscriber. To keep on piling up unused funds without prospect 
of return benefits would be risking the reputation of the Association and the in- 
tegrity of those directly responsible for this particular enterprise. The term of one 
accomplice is soon to expire. He can take no pride in his record of frustration, and 
he refuses to seek consolation in the convenient excuse afforded by war emergency 
restrictions. This is his final occasion to reiterate the pledge, so often made in 
private correspondence, that he will enjoy no repose until all dividend claims are 
settled by his successor. Even so, it is feared that his name has already become 
hateful to disappointed librarians throughout the length and breadth of the land.

REPORT OF THE COMMISSION ON TRENDS IN EDUCATION 
By Henry Grattan Doyte, Chairman 


IN presenting this report of the activities during the past two years of the Com- 
mission on Trends in Education of the Modern Language Association of America, 
I would again remind you that this is a report by the Chairman, not the report of 
the Commission itself. The Commission’s reports are embodied in printed docu- 
ments, approved for publication by the Commission and by the Executive Council 
of the Association. These publications already constitute, I believe, a creditable con- 
tribution to the study of educational problems in the areas of learning represented 
in our membership. 

The first of our reports, Language Study in American Education, prepared by a 
committee under the chairmanship of C. C. Fries (University of Michigan), with 
W. M. Sale (Cornell University) and Edwin H. Zeydel (University of Cincinnati) 
as the other members, was published in the last week of December, 1940. It dealt 
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with liberal education as the basis of general education in a democratic educational 
system, and with the place of the study both of the mother tongue and of foreign 
languages in such a system, whether viewed “practically” and as an aid to under- 
standing, national and international, or because of the insight that language study 
gives into the nature of language itself. The development of language experience and 
historical perspective as an essential part of democratic education was brought out. 
A portion of the report was devoted to refutation of the claim frequently heard at 
that time that the “traditional” subject-matter curriculum was driving pupils out 
of secondary school. The report clearly showed, on the authority of studies made by 
the American Youth Commission, that the reasons for leaving school were largely 
economic (55 per cent in Pennsylvania, 54 per cent in Maryland) and that “less 
than one fourth of those investigated in the Maryland study and less than one sixth 
of those reported on in the Pennsylvania study left school for reasons that can be 
even remotely connected with curriculum adjustment.” Other sections of the report 
are of similar interest. 

The second report of the Commission, Literature in American Education, ap- 
peared in the Spring of 1943. It was the work of a committee composed of Howard F. 
Lowry (then at Princeton University), Oscar James Campbell (Columbia Univer- 
sity), Henry Gratton Doyle (The George Washington University), Marjorie Hope 
Nicolson (Columbia University), Horatio Smith (Columbia University), and George 
Van Stantvoord (Hotchkiss School), with Mr. Lowry, now president of the College 
of Wooster, as the chief author. This report, thanks to Mr. Lowry’s skill as an essay- 
ist, is in my opinion a document of permanent literary as well as educational value. 
It is “a plea for the validity of literary studies in American education,” “‘a statement 
of the fundamental reasons why literary studies should form a staple part of our 
education” and of the case for humane letters as “‘a vital part of that harmonious 
training which is the ideal in all education” and “which must not be neglected if we 
are to have free men in a free democracy.” 

Recognition of the importance of this report, as well as of its persuasiveness and 
literary appeal, has been gratifying to the members of the Commission. It was trans- 
lated, in somewhat abridged form, by the Pan American Union into both Spanish 
and Portuguese, published in its Educational Series of pamphlets, and widely dis- 
tributed in Latin America as La literatura en la educaci6n and A Literatura na 
Educagao. It also attracted the attention of Dr. Joseph L. Wheeler, Librarian of 
the Enoch Pratt Free Library of Baltimore, Maryland, who asked for and received 
permission to reprint it as a publication of the Library. The Library arranged with 
the Mergenthaler Linotype Company for the services of Mr. W. A. Dwiggins, not 
only to design the format of this special edition but also to provide drawings to 
illustrate the text. Some eight thousand copies of this typographical gem were dis- 
tributed between June 1 aud October 1, 1944, and Mr. Wheeler writes me that the 
printing of another edition is under consideration. 

Language Study in American Education and Literature in American Education 
are primarily confessions of faith. The next phase of the Commission’s activity was 
the consideration of ways and means of translating that faith into good works. Prob- 
lems of methods and of teacher-training now took first place in our deliberations. In 
this the Commission was encouraged by the action of the Executive Council of the 
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Association in passing a resolution at its meeting in September, 1943, to the effect 
that “the selection and training of foreign language teachers is a matter of concern 
to the Association.” The close relations existing between the Association and the 
American Council of Learned Societies and the interlocking membership of the Com- 
mission and the Council’s Committees on the Intensive Language Program and on 
Language Teaching, made it possible to work cooperatively on these problems. 
Through the good offices of the Director of the Council, Dr. Waldo G. Leland, and 
the generosity of the Council itself, funds were provided to finance a meeting of the 
Commission, with representatives of the Council as invited guests, at New York on 
November 6 and 7, 1943. At this meeting it was decided to authorize the preparation 
of two additional reports, The English Language in American Education and Foreign 
Languages Tomorrow, and committees were appointed for that purpose. The first 
of these reports, prepared by a committee consisting of Thomas Clark Pollock, 
chairman (New York University), Robert E. Spiller (Swarthmore College), and 
William Clyde DeVane (Yale University), with Professor Pollock as major author, 
has already been completed. It has been accepted and approved by the Commission, 
and yesterday was approved for publication by the Executive Council of the Associ- 


- ation. It should appear early in the coming year, and we confidently expect that it 


will receive the sympathetic hearing granted to Literature in American Education. 
The report on Foreign Languages Tomorrow has proved to be a difficult one to 
prepare, and its publication may be somewhat delayed. This delay will have the 
advantage, however, of permitting us to avail ourselves of the results of experimen- 
tal teaching now going on in the foreign language field, and particularly of the results 
of intensive courses. Indeed, it is in this aspect of current language discussion that 
the Commission has been able to make another contribution in which we take mod- 
est pride. At the meeting of the Commission on November 6, 1943, Dr. William 
Berrien, at that time Assistant Director of the Division of the Humanities of the 
Rockefeller Foundation, and now Professor of Romance Languages in Harvard 
University, made the suggestion, first proposed by Professor Elton Hocking of 
Northwestern University, that the Commission undertake a survey of the foreign 
language classes then under way in the Army Specialized Training Program, with 
a view to making available the results of that experience for whatever benefit might 
accrue to the teaching of civilian classes in foreign languages. The Commission ap- 
proved of this suggestion, and authorized the Chairman to arrange to obtain funds 
with which to conduct such a survey, and to direct its operations. The Rockefeller 
Foundation generously appropriated the sum of six thousand dollars for this pur- 
pose, and on February 16 a “survey group” assembled in New York to plan the 
survey. The members of this group were Frederick B. Agard (Princeton University), 
Robert J. Clements (Harvard University), William S. Hendrix (Ohio State Univer- 
sity), Elton Hocking (Northwestern University), Stephen L. Pitcher (St. Louis 
Public Schools), and Albert van Eerden (Princeton University). Dr. J Milton 
Cowan, Director of the Intensive Language Program of the American Council 
of Learned Societies and Consultant to the War Department, attended the meet- 
ing and was most helpful in suggesting ways in which the inquiry might be most 
effective. We also had the benefit of the advice of Mortimer Graves, Administrative 
Secretary of the American Council of Learned Societies, a leading exponent of the 
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intensive language idea and an authority of a number of the “uncommon” languages. 
The Treasurer of the Association, Lyman R. Bradley, willingly assumed the extra 
burden of handling the funds, and the Chairman of the Commission worked out the 
practical details of itineraries and the like. 

The six men who did the actual field work of the survey deserve the thanks of 
the Association and of our craft in general. They conducted the survey at great 
personal inconvenience in terms of long hours, crowded travel conditions, and at 
times long absences from their homes, yet their interest and zeal never faltered. We 
owe a debt of gratitude also to the institutions with which they are connected, which 
granted them leave of absence with pay. The expense to the survey was therefore 
limited to their traveling and living expenses while ‘‘on the road,” to a certain 
amount of office expense, and to the cost of the conferences at which the survey 
was planned, individual reports discussed, and the final report written and ap- 
proved. Because of the abrupt termination of much of the Army Specialized Train- 
ing Program on April 1, 1944, it was indeed fortunate that the survey got under 
way as promptly as it did. The “surveyors” left the meeting at New York on 
February 17 to proceed immediately to their first assignments, and in the ensuing 
six weeks they visited forty-four of the fifty-five colleges or universities in which 
ASTP classes were in operation, and actually visited a total of 427 classes in 
seventeen different languages during that period. On March 28, 29, 30, and 31 they 
met again at Atlantic City and drew up their report and recommendations. Their 
findings were quickly put into print in the pamphlet entitled A Survey of Language 
Classes in the Army S pecialized Training Program (which is available, like the other 
Commission reports, at the standard price of twenty-five cents from the Treasurer 
of the Association, Professor Lyman R. Bradley, 100 Washington Square East, 
New York 3, N. Y.). The first edition of this pamphlet contained only the fact- 
finding portions of the survey report. A conference meeting of the Commission was 
held at Atlantic City on May 26, at which the report was discussed, suggestions for 
its improvement made, and approval of its publication im toto given. The Commis- 
sion made it clear that the recommendations contained in the report were those 
of the “survey group” only, reserving its right to make its own recommendations 
as part of the projected Commission report on Foreign Languages Tomorrow. Notice 
to this effect was duly given in the second (enlarged) edition of the survey report, 
which contains the recommendations of the “survey group,” and which was pub- 
lished early last summer. At the May meeting the Commission also adopted a 
statement, “Foreign Languages and the Army Program,” directed at the correction 
of popular misapprehensions regarding the alleged “‘miraculous” results attained in 
ASTP foreign language classes, and at the rather general misinterpretation of the 
limitations of time within which pre-war civilian classes had to operate as compared 
with ASTP classes, to which attention had been called by the Chairman of the 
Commission in an article in School and Society (December 18, 1943), subsequently 
reinforced in a letter to the editor of the Ailantic Monthly (August, 1944). The Com- 
mission’s statement also pointed out that “old-time teachers” of foreign languages— 
as they were called in certain magazine articles—had carried a major share of the 
burden of ASTP classes. The statement “Foreign Languages and the Army Pro- 
gram” was widely published in general educational journals, such as School and 
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Society, the Bulletin of the National Association of Secondary-School Principals, the 
Association of American Colleges Journal, and Education Digest, as well as in lan- 
guage teachers’ journals such as the Modern Language Journal, Hispania, the Ger- 
man Quarterly, and the French Review. The statement was also “featured” in Parents’ 
Magazine, and it has been discussed in the “Topics of the Times” column of the 
New York Times as well as in the latest annual report of President Nicholas Murray 
Butler of Columbia University. Even this statement by the Commission has been 
misinterpreted in some instances as a contradiction or repudiation of the “survey 
group” report, with which it does not attempt to deal, rather than as an effort to 
correct certain popular misconceptions regarding ASTP classes. 

A Survey of Language Classes in the Army Specialized Training Program has been 
in great demand. Timely and informative, it has received a great deal of attention, 
and consideration of it has come to be a commonplace in discussions of foreign lan- 
guage teaching “approaches;’ and methods. It is a contribution to the tools of our 
craft. It will undoubtedly continue to serve a useful purpose for some time to come, 
thanks to the unselfish efforts of the “survey group” and the generous support of 
the Rockefeller Foundation. We hope that the Commission’s own report and recom- 
mendations, Foreign Languages Tomorrow, will be ready before the next annual 
meeting and that it will be able, because of the passage of time and the consequent 
increase in experience, experimentation, discussion, and knowledge, to present a 
more complete picture of the problems involved. If that is the case, the results will 
be due in no small measure to the stimulating effects of the Survey of Language 
Classes in the Army Specialised Training Program. In the meantime, we should be 
well advised to “keep our feet on the ground and our heads on our shoulders instead 
of in the clouds” in our discussions of the Army program and its possible applications 
to post-war foreign language teaching. Claims of “miraculous” results—the attitude 
that I have described elsewhere as “Quickie Quackery”—ought to be avoided; but 
we should bear in mind also that an attitude of stubborn refusal to admit the possi- 
bility of improvement in the teaching of foreign languages as they were taught in 
many pre-war civilian classes is equally reprehensible. 

I wish to express the thanks of the Commission, and my personal thanks, in con- 
clusion, to a number of individuals whose contribution to the work of the Commis- 
sion has been as great as that of any of its regular members. We are especially 
indebted to Professor Robert Herndon Fife, the President of the Association, Pro- 
fessor Percy W. Long, the Secretary, Professor Lyman R. Bradley, the Treasurer, 
and Dean Christian Gauss, Professor Fred N. Robinson, and Professor Albert C. 
Baugh of the Executive Council, who attended all of our various meetings and aided 
us in many, many ways. The help of Waldo G. Leland, Mortimer Graves, and 
J. Milton Cowan of the American Council of Learned Societies has already been 
mentioned. I must not fail to add that the American Council of Learned Societies, 
in addition to defraying the expenses of the Commission’s conference of November 6 
and 7, 1943, also generously financed the meeting of the Commission at Atlantic 
City on September 16 and 17, 1944, at which The English Language in American 
Education was fully discussed and approved, and general discussion afforded on the 
problems of Foreign Languages Tomorrow. 
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FOREIGN LANGUAGES AND THE ARMY PROGRAM 


(A statement adopted by the Commission on Trends in Education of The Modern 
Language Association of America, Atlantic City, New Jersey, May 27, 1944.) 


Tue Commission on Trends in Education of The Modern Language Association of 
America takes deep satisfaction in the results of the Army Specialized Training 
Program in preparing thousands of our soldiers to use foreign languages in the na- 
tional service. It welcomes the wide interest of the public in this demonstration that 
American youth can become language-minded. 

Many persons have been led to believe that these striking results were attained 
through the discovery of a magical new method. This is by no means true. On the 
contrary, they were the fruits of the application of well-tried practices. Nor were 
the results achieved under the direction of linguistic magicians. The entire language 
program was designed by teachers of foreign languages in consultation with the War 
Department, and in the fifty-five colleges and universities to which the trainees were 
assigned the program was entrusted to the foreign language departments, which 
organized the work, gave instruction to the student-soldiers, and engaged and super- 
vised special assistants required for the emergency. 

Teachers of foreign languages greeted with enthusiasm this opportunity to show 
what could be done to equip young men with competence in the languages of Europe 
and other areas. The Army set them a hard task; but it wisely recognized the in- 
adequacy of the time previously allotted to foreign language study, and it provided 
for intensive practice in the oral use of the language, with small groups of learners. 
In place of a course of from three to five classroom hours per week for two years, 
all that was usually required of the pre-war college student, the AST Program pro- 
vided fifteen hours per week, of which ten hours were devoted to intensive practice 
with groups of not more than ten students—practice largely oral and always in the 
foreign tongue. In order to match the Army Program’s total of contact-hours, ex- 
tending over thirty-six weeks of instruction and supervised practice, it would be 
necessary to extend the usual two-year civilian course to something over five years. 

In short, the impressive results of the Army Program were due to no miraculous 
formula, but to a liberal allowance of time and to the opportunity for students to 
practice the language in the intimacy of a small group. 

Thousands of foreign language teachers in this country would hail with satisfac- 
tion the opportunity to continue to work in the post-war years under conditions 
as favorable as those which the ASTP provided. 

The limitations of the civilian curriculum have often been brought to the attention 
of administrative authorities and college and university faculties. Under these limi- 
tations the teachers have been obliged severely to restrict their objectives. It is our 
earnest hope that the administrative officers of our institutions will now provide for 
the extension and intensification of the foreign language program. We believe that 
this would make possible the creation of a body of American citizens whose knowl- 
edge of other languages would be adequate for our international contacts in post-war 
days. 
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REPORT OF THE DELEGATES TO THE AMERICAN COUNCIL 
OF LEARNED SOCIETIES

Tue American Council of Learned Societies held its twenty-sixth annual meeting 
in Boston on January 25-26, 1945. This was its twenty-fifth anniversary and the 
delegates and secretaries appropriately met in the American Academy of Arts and 
Sciences, where the Council was founded. During the course of the meetings, the 
Director of the Council, Waldo G. Leland, reviewed the early years of its activity 
and recalled that at the organization meeting thirteen learned societies participated, 
among them the Modern Language Association of America. One of the organizers 
was Edward C. Armstrong, then president of the Modern Language Association. 
Mr. Leland read a tribute to Professor Armstrong in which he spoke feelingly of 
his valuable contributions to the American Council as Secretary-Treasurer for five 
years and as President for five years. Professor Armstrong’s qualities of leadership 
had a large and important part in the constructive work of the organization. 

An application from the American Folklore Society for admission to membership 
was acted upon favorably by the Council and it was duly admitted to membership. 
Its delegates are Ernest Dodge of the Peabody Museum in Salem and Taylor Starck 
of Harvard University. 

The Treasurer reported a 40% over-all increase in expenditures over the preceding 
year, the greater part of which was government work. He anticipated about the 
same volume for the ensuing year. 

The delegates spent a good deal of time in discussing changes in the constitution 
and by-laws, just as no doubt the delegates of twenty-five years before had done in 
connection with the original drafts of these important documents. The principal 
changes effected were to enlarge the Executive Committee from five to seven; to 
extend and define its duties and powers; and to make it in effect the governing body 
of the Council, empowered to perform all necessary acts between council meetings. 
The Conference of Secretaries was made a permanent part of the Council; its chair- 
man is the secretary of this association. 

No little attention was given to a proposal by the Advisory Boerd that the Council 
compile and publish a History of Science in the United States. The principal objec- 
tion voiced by delegates of the Council was that this project had not been suffi- 
ciently reviewed by scientists. The project was therefore returned to the committee 
for further study. 

The Director reported that three meetings of the Conference Board of the Associ- 
ated Research Councils had been held during the year to plan joint action and to 
advise the councils of ways in which they could cooperate. It was generally felt that 
this contact was an important development in the activities of the three councils. 

Among the reports of standing committees there were many of special interest to 
the Modern Language Association. The Joint Committee on Latin American Studies 
announced that it was planning to concentrate its attention on teaching and re- 
search, and stated that it hoped to arrange for the future publication of the Hand- 
book of Latin American Studies without financial assistance from the Council. The 
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Committee on the Dictionary of American Biography reported that its Supplemen- 
tal Volume (XXI) had been published in 1944; that during the same year a second 
printing of the other volumes (I-XX) had been made; and that a less expensive 
edition, including the index volume, had been placed on the market. An account of 
this project was printed in the Winter 1944-45 issue of the American Scholar, and 
an abridged form of the article appeared in the Reader’s Digest for January, 1945. 
With regard to the Linguistic Atlas, it was announced that an interpretive volume 
on the New England region was being prepared. The project for the translation of 
Russian scholarly works was reported to be proceeding with entirely satisfactory 
results. Among the volumes announced as either completed or in process of transla- 
tion were Zenkovsky, Russian Thinkers and Europe; Varneke, History of the Russian 
Theater ; and Gudzii, History of Early Russian Literature. 

The Committee on the Protection of Cultural Treasures in War Areas announced 
that 690 maps of cities and regions had been made and copies distributed. From 
these the Armed Forces had made atlases and handbooks for the use of the proper 
officers. Splendid cooperation from all agencies had been received in this effort to 
save from destruction, in so far as was humanly possible, the cultural treasures in 
war zones. For the Ethnogeographic Board, a joint organization of the three councils 
and the Smithsonian Institution, it was reported that the area study programs of 
27 of the 55 colleges engaged in the Army Specialized Training Program were being 
analyzed and the conclusions would be available in the near future. 

I+ «as announced that the work of the Intensive Language Program had been 
limited almost exclusively during 1944 to the development and publication of ma- 
terials designed to teach the spoken form of unusual languages. Over half a million 
language manuals had been delivered to the War and Navy Departments, and the 
Program had entered into an arrangement whereby public editions of these texts and 
phonograph records to accompany them would be distributed by Henry Holt and 
Company. The Program had also assisted the United Nations Relief and Rehabilita- 
tion Administration (UNRRA) in organizing and staffing its language training pro- 


gram. 

About one third of the microfilms ordered from Britain have now been received 
at the University of Michigan, where they are being catalogued. 

During the course of the meeting, greetings were presented by Dr. Hu Shih for 
the Academia Sinica and by Watson Kirkconnell for the Canadian Humanities 
Research Council. It had been expected that President James Bryant Conant of 
Harvard would be one of the speakers at the banquet, but he was unable to attend 
on account of illness. Plans were made, however, to publish his address, together 
with that of Howard Mumford Jones, who in his speech developed eloquently and 
earnestly the following points: (1) that in the humanities the time for mere accumu- 
lation and codification of materials has passed; (2) that the practitioners of the hu- 
manities should have closer relations with the scientists, the social scientists, and 
the public; and (3) that learning should not be a gloomy exercise, but infused with 


joy.

The accounts of its location 
and appearance had influence on the other literature of the period.] 


2. “The Nature of the Early English Essay.” By Professor Don CAMERON 
ALLEN of the Johns Hopkins University. 


[The essayists who immediately followed Bacon were few in number, but generally united 
in their attitude towards the essay. They wrote on classical themes, followed classical models, 
and used a Latinized style; their attitude was essentially that of gentlemen amateurs. In time, 
the essay became more popular, and with this change came others in form and content. The 
reasons for these new directions may be explained by the increasing reputation of Bacon and 
by the rise of various groups that were not in sympathy with the classical tradition.] 


3. “Charles Diodati and His Friendship With Milton.” By Professor Donatp C. 
Dorian of the New Jersey College for Women. 


[New materials for the family history and biography of Charles Diodati invite a reappraisal 
of his friendship with Milton. It now appears: (1) that Diodati should be regarded not as 
Milton’s “‘half-Italian” friend but as a fellow-Englishman; (2) that Milton had substantial 
cause to admire Diodati as a younger schoolfellow whose progress towards maturity seemed 
faster and more promising than his own; (3) that connections of the Diodati family may have 
furnished Milton with the opportunity to write the Arcades and Comus; and (4) that the 
Epitaphium Damonis, departing from the tradition of pastoral elegy, is an exceptionally 
personal memorial to an idealized friendship.] 


4. “Medieval Grammar as the Basis of Bacon’s Novum Organum.” By Professor 
Hersert M. McLvuuan of Assumption College. 


[The art of grammar in Greek and Roman times was, in its etymological and analogical 
functions, inseparable from physics, cosmogony, and the interpretation of phenomena, or the 
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book of nature. Philo of Alexandria adapted the art, with its four levels of interpretation, to 
scriptural exegesis. Patristic theology took over his methods, and the encyclopedic tradition in 
education which it implied. Until the time of Abelard grammatical theology and science were 
supreme. Its temporary eclipse did not effect a breach in continuity. St. Bonaventure was its 
greatest exponent. Erasmus was the key figure for his contemporaries because he restored 
grammatical theology while struggling against decadent dialectical theology. Bacon’s sig- 
nificance is best understood in this tradition and against this background. His conception of 
the problem of interpreting nature is primarily, though not finally, grammatical.]

[The interest felt by the United States in Spanish American literature dates from the early 
nineteenth century, but little serious investigation appeared before 1916, when Coesterl’s 
Literary History of Spanish America broke ground for a systematic study of the production of 
the countries to the south. Since then articles, book reviews, criticism and bibliographies 
abound, with bibliography predominating. Recent studies are becoming more specialized, but 
there are still general fields which have hardly been explored.] 


6. “The Weaving of Orlando Furioso.”” By Professor ALLAN H. Grpert of Duke 
University. 

[The complex clarity of Orlando Furioso is the result of painstaking labor and much revision- 
Some of Ariosto’s manuscripts, giving additions to the edition of 1532, are still preserved; 
these, with its own accounts, show his processes. Even in the author’s last edition, and still 
more in the two earlier ones, there remain other inconspicuous but, as I believe, convincing 
evidences of addition and adjustment before printing. Some of these are slight, as the insertion 
of a simile occupying an entire stanza. Others affect the most important matters of the plot: 
there is reason to think that Angelica was in an early version rescued from the orca by Orlando 
rather than Ruggiero; Medoro was at first killed before he could meet Angelica, so that 
Orlando did not go mad for jealousy of him; indeed, Orlando’s madness itself may have been 
introduced late; according to early plans, Astolfo did not journey to the moon for Orlando’s 
wits; in the plans for the final edition, Ruggiero was not made king of the Bulgarians until late. 
These and other changes illuminate Ariosto’s figure of himself as a weaver striving for the 
greatest variety and perfection in his poetical web.] 


7. “A New Field of Research Comes of Age.” By Professor JosepH M. CARRIRRE 
of the University of Virginia. 


[Rapidly changing world conditions in the past few years and the consequent emphasis on 
a more searching interpretation of the cultural heritage of the United States and the other 
countries of the western hemisphere now make the study of French influences in North 
America and the West Indies not only timely and practical but even imperative. Franco- 
American relations have been the object of important research during the last quarter of the 
century, but still offer many interesting possibilities. The cultural history of the French-speak- 
ing groups in the western hemisphere, a subject long neglected by students of history and still 
generally ignored by teachers of French, constitutes an almost limitless field of investigation. 
The rising tide of interest in this subject during recent years is an additional proof of the cul- 
tural interdependence of the various sections of the American continent. Present status of 
research in this field: language, literature, folk-lore, fine arts. Opportunities for further in- 
vestigations.]

[Dryden’s shifts of political and religious belief have often been approached by the scholar 
in the light of his own political and religious convictions. Here an attempt is made to explain 
them as a particularly interesting and difficult example of the relation of a writer to his 
audience.] 


9. “Shelley’s Major Heroines.” By Dr. Carros HEARD BAKER of Princeton 
University. 


[Shelley’s attempted reconciliation of a strong moral bias with an equally strong conviction 
that direct preachment is not the proper province of poetry led him into a somewhat obscure 
symbolism, on the meaning of which a study of his major heroines throws considerable light. 
The heroines are here considered as representations of a single, though many-sided abstraction, 
set forth in imagery derived chiefly from Plato. Plotinus, and Spenser.] 


10. “The Ordeal of Van Wyck Brooks.”’ By Professor Oscar CaRGILL of New 
York University. 


[Some writers allegedly stand for nothing; Mr. Brooks seems to have stood for every- 
thing—shifting his position with every change of the wind. Is it possible to discern in these 
shifts any growth or development or have they been merely politic? Has the author arrived at 
last at a tenable position towards which he has perhaps been groping for a long time? Or is he 
still a literary transient, a traveling man with fresh ideas and gadgets? That is, is he at last 
“educated,” as he asserts he is in Opinions of Oliver Allston?] 


11. “Baroque ts. the ‘Dissociation of Sensibility’.”” By Dr. HERBERT MARSHALL 
McLuaan of Assumption College. 


[What modern critics call the “dissociation of sensibility,” the separation of thought and 
feeling, of words and ideas, was fostered by the two major scholastic traditions of Ramus and 
Descartes, of Calvinism and mathematical physics. Baroque art, on the other hand, was direct- 
ly and consciously the result of the Renaissance revival of patristic theology (with its classical 
program) and was militantly arrayed against dialectical or scholastic theology. Encyclopedic 
patristic learning provided the techniques and motifs of baroque sensibility and language. 
Significantly, Baudelaire and the symbolists revived patristic rhetoric in opposition to the 
“clear and distinct” language of the Cartesian epoch. In T. S. Eliot, too, this reorganization 
of sensibility involves the revival of the baroque by patristic art of Andrewes, Donne, and their 
contemporaries.] 


12. “Swift, The Mysteries, and Deism.”’ By Professor Louts Lanna of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. 


[Only once does Swift drop irony and ridicule in his several attacks on the deists to give a 
reasoned opposition to these extreme rationalists and enemies of revealed religion. In his dis- 
cussion of the Trinity he defends not merely this fundamental doctrine but also the Christian 
mysteries in general by showing the validity, in religion, of implicit faith and the invalidity of 
human reason, the deistic criterion of truth. Viewed against the background of contemporary 
religious controversies and ideas, Swift’s challenge to the deists exhibits him in the guise of 
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Christian apologist, reveals the nature of his orthodoxy, and is a key to much of his religious 
thought.]

13. “Linguistic Investigation of Old French Spirituality.”” By Hetmur HatzFe.p, 
Catholic University. (30 min.) 

{In spite of the many studies done in Old French religiosity the higher spirituality has never 
been investigated. In view of the scarcity of mystical texts in Old French, such a study seems 
to be not encouraging, indeed. The OF vocabulary and phraseology used there and spread 
also over non-mystical texts, however, enable us to reconstruct a rather detailed system of 
mysticism. Due to the linguistic richness of OF, it could be expressed with clarity and imagina- 
tion. The way distinctly leads from detachment (se faire mort au monde) and quietude (silence) 
to high illuminations (voir esperitelement), with their accompanying trials (estrois, detriiers), 
and to states of rapture (airaiance, arapement), and it ends in the Unio mystica (savourer 
Dieu). 

14. “Evidence for the Existence of the Secular Theater in the Twelfth Century.” 
By Rocer S. Loomis, Columbia University. (20 min.) 

{A number of passages from writers of the Twelfth century, already known to historians 
of the drama, show familiarity with the idea of a theatrum, spectacula theatralia, ludi scenici. To 
these may be added a passage from Richard of Devizes in which a boy is instructed to avoid the 
theater at London, and, even more significant, a description by Roger of Wendover (early 13th 
century), of an infernal theater in which sinners were compelled to re-enact their crimes. 
Though many of these references may be explained as literary reminiscences of the classical 
theater, yet some evidently refer to something more immediately within the experience of the 
authors.] 


15. “Chaucer and the Teseida.”” By Ropert A. Pratt, Queens College. (30 min.) 


[A chronological survey of the poetry in which Chaucer used the Teseida reveals his changes 
of attitude toward Boccaccio’s romantic pseudo-epic, his growth in narrative power, and his 
development from adaptor and translator to imitator and, finally, original creator.]

[The history of German bibliography since the Renaissance exhibits a steady improvement 
in technique. Johann Tritheim’s list of famous Germans (1494) is bibliographical, historical, 
and polemic in its aims. Conrad Gesner’s Bibliotheca (1545), which approaches much more 
closely to modern bibliographical standards, serves scholarly needs until the end of the cen- 
tury. In some regards it has not yet been replaced. New comprehensive works, which are often 
arranged as subject index, supplement and partially replace Gesner about 1600. In 1670 
V. H. Vogler writes the first short student’s handbook. This is overshadowed by D. G. Morhof’s 
Poiyhistor (1688-1708) and is replaced by more convenient handbooks by Hartnaccius, Struve, 
Heumann, and Stolle. After 1700, German bibliography shows an amazing development in 
completeness, variety, and technique.]

MINUTES OF A SPECIAL REGIONAL MEETING 
OF THE MODERN LANGUAGE ASSOCIATION 


(EncutsxH Division) 
January 13, 1945, at Cleveland, Ohio 


On Saturday afternoon, January 13, 1945, a special regional meeting of the English 
division of the Modern Language Association was held at Fenn College, Cleveland, 
Ohio. Professor Harlan Hamilton of the University of Akron presided. Representa- 
tives from Western Reserve University, Case School of Applied Science, John Car- 
roll University, Fenn College, Kent State University, Oberlin, Wooster, the Uni- 
versity of Akron attended the session.

Watson of Fenn College, chairman; Professor K. O. Thompson of Case School of 
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Applied Science, secretary; Professor Herbert Petit of John Carroll and Professor 
Robert A. Jelliffe of Oberlin, advisory committee members. This slate was unani- 
mously adopted. 

The major portion of the afternoon was devoted to the reading and discussing 
of three papers: ““Emerson—‘Best Mind of our Time and Race’ ”’ by Professor Lyon 
N. Richardson of Western Reserve University, “Erasmian Influence on Swift’s Tale 
of a Tub” by Professor Ruby V. Redinger of Fenn College, and ‘The Novelist as 
Phonetician” by Dr. Gordon Beach of the Research Division of The B. F. Goodrich 
Company, Akron. 

The success of the three annual meetings which this group has held has clearly 
demonstrated the need and usefulness of the local, informal gathering of scholars.

RENAISSANCE MEETING 


ScHoLaRs interested in the Renaissance met in Chapel Hill on January 27 to dis- 
cuss some of the problems of their field. A similar meeting was held at Duke Uni- 
versity last year. Allan H. Gilbert, who presided, opened the first session with the 
comment that this was not only the second meeting, but, he hoped, the second an- 
nual meeting. 

At the morning session the following papers were read: Ernest W. Talbert, Duke 
University, “The Interpretation of Jonson’s Masques”; B. L. Ullman, University 
of North Carolina, ‘Leonardo Bruni and Renaissance Historiography”; Urban T. 
Holmes, University of North Carolina, “The Venetian Embassy to Paris (1492)”; 
C. C. Rice, Catawba College, “Five Portuguese Etymologies”’; James Howell, 
Greensboro College, “Typical Confidence Men in Renaissance and Restoration 
Drama.” 

Within the general Renaissance interest of the group, a stimulating variety 
marked the papers of the afternoon session: Allan H. Gilbert, Duke University, 
“The Composition of Milton’s Paradise Lost’; D. W. Robertson, Jr., University of 
North Carolina, ““The Conception of Catharsis Most Commonly Held during the 
Renaissance”; Mary Francis Gyles, University of North Carolina, ‘‘ ‘Nero fiddled 
while Rome burned’ ”’; Elizabeth Parks, Duke University, “The Imagery of 
Vaughan and Traherne Compared”; Edith Buchanan, Duke University, “‘Spenser’s 
Lost Comedies”; Almonte C. Howell, University of North Carolina, “ ‘The Syna- 
gogue ...in Imitation of Mr. George Herbert’”’; William Wells, University of 
North Carolina, “‘ ‘To Make a Milde Construction’: The Significance of the Two 
Opening Stanzas of Muiopotmos’’; Pauline Wiggins, Duke University, “The 
Imagery of Paradise Regained and Samson Agonistes”; Robert B. Sharpe, Uni- 
versity of North Carolina, ‘“‘Ben Jonson’s Execration and Chapman’s Invective: 
Their Place in Their Authors’ Rivalry’; Lillian Ardizoni, University of North Caro- 
lina, ‘‘Hall’s Chronicle as a Source of Shakespeare’s Richard IT.” 

The evening session was devoted to a symposium on the subject of renaissances— 
their conditions and causes. The discussion, though centered mainly on the question 
of whether a renaissance is evolved from the preceding age or is more literally a 
rebirth, revealed a stimulating range of opinion. Participants in the discussion were 
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Messrs. Gilbert, MacKinney, Holmes, Wells, Caldwell, Ullman, Friedlaender, 
Taylor, Craig, Coffman, Ericson, Aden, and Howell. 

This meeting, like that held at Duke University last year, was arranged by Hardin 
Craig and Allan H. Gilbert. About sixty persons attended; Professor Howell ex- 
pressed their feeling when, at the close of the meeting, he thanked Professors Craig 
and Gilbert for arranging the program and calling the group together.

The last was a gift from the estate of Edward C. Armstrong, our president twenty- 
five years ago, who had earlier provided items 1-3. 

The Secretary then introduced the speakers, William Kurrelmeyer and Fred N. 
Robinson, who delivered the following communications: 


THE BEGINNING OF THE ASSOCIATION 


In order to show the estimation in which the modern languages were held six or 
seven decades ago, I may point out that at the foundation of the Johns Hopkins 
University in 1876 there were seven full professorships, five in the sciences, and 
two in the classics. Marshall Elliott was Associate in Romance languages, H. C. G. 
Brandt was Associate in German. The other languages simply did not exist. The 
English department was organized in 1879 by Albert Stanburrough Cook, Associate 
in English, who was succeeded in 1881 by my teacher Henry Wood. The latter had 
gotten his doctor’s degree at Leipzig in 1879, and in the interim had taught modern 
literatures at the Friends School in Providence, R. I. In 1884 Wood’s title was 
changed to Associate in German, but he continued as head of the combined English 
and German departments. 

James Wilson Bright, Secretary of our Association from 1893 to 1901, came as a 
graduate student in 1879, his teachers being Cook, Brandt, Wood, and Bloomfield. 
He received the degree of Ph.D. in English in 1882. During the following year he 
was Assistant in German, teaching courses in Old High German, Goethe’s Tasso and 
I phigenie, Lessing’s Nathan der Weise and Emilia Galotti, and Scientific German. 
From 1883 to 1885 Bright was absent in Europe, and upon his return in 1885 he 
was appointed Instructor in English. As far as I can make out, he was not here when 
our Association was founded. 

The first to receive the degree of Ph.D. in German was Marion Dexter Learned, 
whose son is with us to-night. He rose from Instructor to Associate Professor, and 
went to the University of Pennsylvania in 1895. 

Herbert Eveleih Greene, our Treasurer from 1896 to 1901, came in 1893 as Col- 
legiate Professor of English. In the same year came Adolf Rambeau, Associate 
in Romance Languages, whom Elliott brought from Germany to teach the under- 
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graduates according to the phonetic system, of which Paul Passy and Rambeau 
were the chief exponents. Rambeau, while an excellent teacher, could not acclimate 
himself here, and went to the Massachusetts Institute in 1899. 

From 1876 to 1880 Marshall Elliott had borne the entire burden of the Romance 
department, graduate and undergraduate. In 1879-80 he taught 16 hours per week, 
whereas Gildersleeve, in Greek, never taught more than five hours. From 1880 
onward Elliott had Marcou, Henry Alfred Todd, and others, as assistants. He was 
made Associate Professor in 1884, and full professor in 1892. How the idea of starting 
a Modern Language Association came to Elliott I cannot tell with certainty, but I 
have a suggestion to offer. 

Our University Circular of those days was quite different from the present run of 
such publications—it brought, every month, the official news of the University: 
appointments, deaths, proceedings of the various learned societies, abstracts of 
papers read in the Philological Association, and even abstracts of articles appearing 
in Gildersleeve’s American Journal of Philology. In the Circular of December, 1882, 
page 35, there is an account, sent in by Brandt, of the thirty-seventh meeting of the 
German Philologians at Karlsruhe. The Germanic and Romance Section was pre- 
sided over by Karl Bartsch, Professor of Germanic and Romance Philology at 
Heidelberg, weli known as the author of the Chrestomathie provengale, the Chresto- 
mathie del’ ancien frangais, and similar works. Fifty-two members were in attendance 
in the Germanic and Romance Section, with “very few Romance scholars.” Papers 
were read by Bartsch, Bechstein, Wiilcker, Max Rieger, Fischer, and Friedrich 
Kluge, whose paper was entitled: “Uber deutsche Etymologie.” Upon this follows 
the statement: 

“The section of Modern Languages had been but recently organized. In several 
sessions the present state of English grammar was discussed.” 

There is no doubt but that Elliott read the University Circular. The article just 
quoted may well be the first germ of the idea of founding a Modern Language Associ- 
ation of America. 

Elliott was never jealous of his colleagues and assistants, and I have rarely seen a 
man whose students, past and present, were so sincerely devoted to him. In 1905 
he had Marden promoted to a full professorship, and Armstrong in 1909. On that 
occasion Elliott remarked to me: “Some of my colleagues are surprised that I should 
want two full professors in the department in addition to myself, but I see no reason 
why they should not be promoted, when they deserve it.” 

Elliott was then on his last sickbed, on which he lay for more than a year. The 
disease was cancer of the stomach. At first he did not realize the seriousness of the 
case, or, if he did, he bore up bravely, always showing a cheerful countenance. At a 
certain stage of the malady the doctors at the Johns Hopkins Hospital heard of a 
new cancer serum recently discovered in New York, to get which Elliott had to send 
a special messenger once a week; this serum, however, also turned out to be a vain 
hope. I used to visit him regularly, and constantly had to marvel at the fortitude 
with which he bore his sufferings, and the cheerfulness which he showed in the 
presence of his friends.

THE 1901 ANNUAL MEETING 
To THE VALIANT OLD GUARD [Read by Professor Fred N. Robinson] 
Greeting: 


The meeting of the Modern Language Association in 1901 at Cambridge was note- 
worthy for more than appears in the record. To be sure, we can still read in the 
published Proceedings President Eliot’s characteristic address of welcome. Mr. Eliot 
pointed out that the status of the modern languages in the Harvard of that day 
seemed to assure the Association a congenial atmosphere; and in order to reveal 
the progress that three quarters of a century had witnessed, he referred to the 
earliest attention in Harvard College to one of these tongues. In 1826, he reported, 
Karl Follen was appointed Instructor in the German Language, in Ethics, and in 
Civil and Ecclesiastical History; and for good conduct as the occupant of this ample 
chair—Dr. Holmes would have called it a settee—Follen was guaranteed an annual 
salary of five hundred dollars. In 1901-02, at the other end of the survey, the budget 
of a Department of German comprising a dozen teachers somewhat exceeded 
$20,000. The story would have been similar for French. The grand total of teachers 
of modern languages, including English, was then sixty-four. The development at 
Harvard, Mr. Eliot continued, was in no sense unique—indeed, progress in some 
other American colleges and universities had been more rapid; for they had started 
from nothing a shorter time ago. 

The convention of 1901, well attended by members, attracted also a number of 
other interested persons. On the morning of the second day a group had gathered 
at the entrance to the place of meeting. Presently a dignified gentleman of erect 
military bearing, despite his nearly eighty years, was seen to approach. “This is 
the Modern Language Association?” he queried. “Yes.” “Are ladies admitted?” 
“Yes.” “Then I will go in.” And in he went—with no intent, moreover, to be merely 
an official observer or a spellbound victim who could not choose but hear. When 
the discussion of a paper ensued, he rose to ask for the floor. Thereupon the Presi- 
dent, Sheldon of Harvard, turned to the Secretary, Bright of the Johns Hopkins, to 
ascertain who the wedding guest might be. “That,” whispered Bright, “is Colonel 
Thomas Wentworth Higginson, your distinguished fellowtownsman.” 

Colonel Higginson and Professor Sheldon were undeniably and disarmingly naif 
in their respective performances—and Harvard men are not notorious for naiveté. 
Higginson, the life-long champion of unpopular causes, was just then devoted to 
the crusade for woman suffrage—so devoted, it would seem, that he was unwilling 
to enter any assemblage in which women were denied the right, not only to speak— 
it was conceded that they were good at that—but also to vote. And Sheldon on his 
part supplied convenient justification for anyone who might be disposed to clip 
President Hadley’s wingéd words, “You can always tell a Harvard man, but you 
cannot tell him much.” 

In the evening of this day Bliss Perry, then Editor of the Aflantic, entertained 
the brethren with an exhilarating smoke-talk under the title ‘““The College Professor 
and the Public.” He illustrated his thesis by citing the case of one Hezekiah Higgin- 
botham—or whatever the name may have been—a “character” in a New England 
village. Somebody asked how Hezekiah spent his time, and was told, “He saws wood, 
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sets in the house, and goes down street.”” The programme of the model citizen, ac- 
cording to Perry, “‘work, meditation, and social contact.” 

Perry’s auditors probably differed one from another in the extent to which they 
fulfilled this prescription. All sawed wood and “sot” in the house; not all enjoyed 
such social contact as Harvard men like to remember of Kittredge and Grandgent. 
These academicians had been boys together—at least Grandgent had been, to quote 
Lord Tolloller. How long Kittredge, ’82, continued to regard Grandgent, ’83, as a 
Freshman, is a vain inquiry. But there is no question that their contacts were for 
many years electric. They were once talking of their doings as undergraduates. 
Both were then and thereafter adepts at verse. Kittredge might be expected to have 
been Shakespearian, or at least Johnsonian. Grandgent, more simple, sensuous, and 
passionate, was perhaps rather Spenserian than Miltonic. Grandgent, said Kittredge, 
used to contribute to the Harvard Advocate poems “after Victor Hugo,” “after Heine 
—longo intervallo—after Heine!” “Yes,” retorted Grandgent, “you neglected to put 
such a parenthesis under the titles of your poems.” Nobody ever found Kittredge 
slow of wit. But Grandgent was quicker. On one occasion, however, Adolphe Cohn 
was quicker still. In the crypt of the Graduates’ Club in New Haven numerous 
worthies were one evening regaling themselves with beer. Seated near Cohn was 
Calvin Thomas, who remarked, with a parody of Goethe, 

Ein echter franzisischer Mann mag keinen Deutschen leiden, 

Doch ihre Biere trinkt er gern. 
Then Grandgent came along, carrying a half-litre Bierkrug. Catching sight of Cohn’s 
noticeably smaller drinking vessel, Grandgent exlaimed, “‘Oh, what a little mug!” 
Cohn proclaimed, “It is more creditable to have an empty little mug than a full big 
one!” Grandgent asked, “Which is it more creditable to be, an empty little man or a 
full big one?” Cohn: ‘That depends upon what the big man is full of.” To this 
pronouncement there was no response. 

Perry might have found an exemplifier of his doctrine in that other New Englander 
who name has already been mentioned, the serene Autocrat of the Breakfast Table. 
The range of Dr. Holmes’s activities, the fertility of his mind, and the delight he 
took in commerce with his fellows are known to all. One of the many poems which 
he addressed to his College Class seems almost prophetic in the fitness of its final 
verses to express our own present sentiments. Holmes’s wish for The Boys of ’29 
is our wish for the Modern Language Association. May the Association continue 
to prosper!

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MEETINGS OF THE EXECUTIVE COUNCIL

I. The Executive Council met in the Hotel Pennsylvania, N. Y., N. Y., on 
Wednesday, December 27, 1944, from 12:00 till 2:00 p.aw. There were present all 
the officers, the Managing Trustee, Deans De Vane and Gauss, and Professors 
Baugh, Orie Long, Parmenter, Wade, and White. President Wilkins was represented 
by Dean Henry Gratton Doyle, and Professor Aron by Professor O. J. Campbell. 

The following actions were taken: ; 

1. Budget for 1945. The Treasurer’s Budget was approved with the amendment 
that $450 instead of $200 be allocated to Committee Expenses. 

2. Committees on Research Activities. The report for the autumn of 1944 was 
accepted. 

3. Delegates to the American Documentation Institute. Dr. Giles E. Dawson of 
the Folger Shakespearean Library was appointed (and accepted) for the term of 
1945 through 1947. 

4. Commission on Trends in Education. The report entitled The English Language 
in American Education was accepted, and a vote of thanks extended to the American 
Council of Learned Societies for its aid in providing for the September 1944 meeting 
of the Commission. 

5. Rotograph and film service. A proposal for more effective handling of our 
service made by the Library of Congress was accepted.

2:00 p.m. There were present all the officers, Dean Gauss, and Professors Baugh, 
Hanford, Orie Long, Parmenter, Wade, and White.

Wright. Of the newly elected members, Professors Feise and Sherburn were guests. 

The following actions were taken: 

1. Advisory Committee for 1945. Professors Baugh, Orie Long, and Wade were 
elected. 

2. Next meeting of the Council. The date and place were referred to the Advisory 
Committee, with preference for N. Y., N. Y., on April 21 and 22. [Since changed to 
April 14 and 15.] 

3. Annual Meeting of 1945. Final action was referred to the Advisory Committee 
in consultation with the Council and the Office of Defense Transportation, but with 
preference for a meeting in or near Chicago, Illinois, on Thursday, Friday, and 
Saturday, December 27, 28, and 29.

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THE SOUTH ATLANTIC MODERN

On account of the war it has not been possible for the South Atlantic Modern 
Language Association to hold an annual meeting since 1941. Consequently, the ac- 
tivities of the Association have been confined to the South Allantic Bulletin, which 
has continued uninterrupted. With the issue of April 1945 the Bulletin will begin its 
eleventh year. The four numbers of Volume X, comprising some sixty-six pages, 
will have as supplement an index covering the last five years. An index to the first 
five years of the journal was made available in 1940. Among the articles published 
in the Bulletin, the most important have been a series on the Humanities. These are 
to be reprinted for general distribution by the American Council of Learned So- 
cieties. 

In April 1943 the President of SAMLA, Frederick L. Jones, Mercer University, 
Macon, Georgia, resigned to enter the Navy. His place was taken by the then Vice- 
President, Guy R. Vowles, Davidson College, North Carolina. In June of that same 
year the Association suffered a grievous loss in the death of John A. Strausbaugh, 
who had been Secretary-Treasurer since 1932. Prior to that time, he had been one of 
the organization’s founders and one of its most devoted members. 

The paid membership in the SAMLA is holding steady at about 350. The financial 
statement, as of December 1, 1944 is as follows:

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CONSTITUTION OF THE MODERN LANGUAGE 
ASSOCIATION OF AMERICA 


[Adopted December 29, 1903. Amended December 29, 1915, March 31, 1920, 
December 29, 1923, 1925, 1927, December 30, 1929, and December 29, 1937.] 


I, NAME 


The name of this Association shall be: THE MopERN LANGUAGE ASSOCIATION 
of AMERICA. 
II. Purpose 


The object of the Association shall be the advancement of research in the modern 
languages and their literatures. 


III. MEMBERSHIP 


1. Any person approved by an officer of the Association may become a member 
on the payment of five dollars and may continue a member by the payment of the 
same amount each year. Persons who for twenty-five years or more have been 
members in good standing may, on retiring from active service as teachers, be con- 
tinued as members without further payment of dues. 

2. Any person eligible to membership may become a life member and exempt 
from dues by a single payment of one hundred dollars or by the payment of thirty- 
four dollars for three successive years. With each completed decade of membership 
in good and regular standing, the fee for life membership shall be diminished by 


one-fourth. Persons who have paid forty annual membership dues automatically 
become life members without further payment. 

3. Foreign scholars may be elected to honorary membership by the Association 
on the nomination of the Executive Council, but the number of honorary members 
shall not at any time exceed forty. 


IV. OFFICERS 


1. The Officers of the Association shall be: a President, two Vice-Presidents, a 
Secretary, and a Treasurer. 

2. The President and Vice-Presidents shall be elected by ballot for one year at 
the regular Annual Meeting. The Secretary and Treasurer shall be chosen by the 
Executive Council, and shall hold office for such term and under such conditions 
as the Council may specify. 

V. ADMINISTRATION 

The administration of the Association shall be in the hands of the Executive 
Council consisting of the President and Vice-Presidents of the Association, ex 
officio, the Secretary and the Treasurer of the Association (without votes), and 
twelve members, of whom three shall be elected by ballot at each Annual Meeting 
for terms of four years in a manner described in the By-Laws. The Council shall 
administer the affairs of the Association and take such action as is necessary to 
carry out its purpose and promote its interests. It shall appoint such Boards and 
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Committees as are specified in the By-Laws and such others as may be necessary 
from time to time. It shall make a report of its activities at each Annual Meeting, 
and its policies and actions shall be subjected to the direction and approval of the 
Association. 
VI. MEETINGS 

The Association shall hold an Annual Meeting, at such place and time as the 
Executive Council shall from year to year determine. The Annual Meetings shall 
be held alternately East and West of the Eastern boundaries of Ohio, Kentucky, 
Tennessee, and Alabama. For the transaction of business at an Annual Meeting, 
twenty-five members shall constitute a quorum of the Association. [See Business 
Meeting of 1941, section 6a, reported on pages 1378-79.—Ed.] 


VII. AMENDMENTS 


Amendments of this Constitution must first be approved by two-thirds of the 
members of the Executive Council, and afterwards be ratified by a majority vote 
at two successive Annual Meetings of the Association. 


BY-LAWS OF THE MODERN LANGUAGE 
ASSOCIATION OF AMERICA 


[Adopted Dec. 30, 1929. Amended Dec. 30, 1933, Dec. 28, 1934, Dec. 30, 
1936, Dec. 29, 1937, and Dec. 30, 1941.] 


I, Duties oF OFFICERS 


All officers shall hold office until their successors are chosen. 

The President shall preside at all business meetings of the Association and of the 
Executive Council. In his absence, his duties shall fall successively upon the Vice- 
Presidents in the order of their election. 

The Secretary of the Association shall also act as Secretary of the Executive 
Council. He shall be chairman of the Editorial and Program Committees and 
editor of the quarterly Publications and except as specified by the Executive Council 
of all books, pamphlets, or prints which may be issued by the Association, and shall 
serve as an advisory member of all other standing Committees. 

The Treasurer shall be the custodian of all current funds, collecting membership 
fees, and other monies due the Association, and paying bills properly incurred, 
taking vouchers for such expenditures. He shall also have charge of the business 
arrangements for the quarterly Publications and any books published by the As- 
sociation, and sign contracts with printing and other firms, subject to the approval 
of the Executive Council. He shall be bonded in a sum not less than ten thousand 
dollars. 

Such clerical assistance shall be provided for the Secretary and Treasurer in the 
performance of their duties as may be approved by the Council and authorized in 
the annual budget. 
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II. Tae Executive Councin 


Each year three members of the Council shall be elected according to the follow- 
ing procedure: (1) The Council shall nominate six candidates, whose names shall be 
announced in the September issue of the Publications. (2) Any member of the As- 
sociation may then propose three additional names and forward them to the Secre- 
tary before November 1. (3) The Secretary shall enter on an official ballot attached 
to the program of the Annual Meeting the six candidates proposed by the Council, 
together with the three names receiving the most votes among those proposed by 
members of the Association. (4) At the Annual Meeting, members may vote for 
any three of the persons named on the official ballot, absent members being per- 
mitted to forward their ballots, duly signed, by mail. (5) Of the nine names on the 
ballot, the three receiving the highest number of votes shall be declared elected to 
the Council for the ensuing four years, unless thereby the twelve members of the 
Council shall consist of more than six or less than two representatives of English, 
Germanic, and Romance languages, respectively. In such case, the choice shall pass 
automatically to the person receiving the highest number of votes whose election 
would not result in over-representation or under-representation in any department. 

The Council shall elect from its own number three persons, representing the three 
departments, to serve as an Advisory Committee, who shall meet at the call! of the 
Secretary and make recommendations to the Council for its consideration. 

The Executive Council shall fill any vacancy occurring among the officers of the 
Association. It may fill a vacancy in its own body until a successor can be elected 
according to the provisions above specified. 


III. TrustEEs oF INVESTED FuNDs 


The Permanent Fund of the Association and the Monograph Endowment Fund 
shall be administered by a Board of three Trustees, appointed without term by the 
Executive Council, of whom one shall be designated the Managing Trustee. 

The treasurer of the Association shall pay over to the Trustees any sums which 
may be due to the Permanent Fund, either as payments for life membership or as 
gifts to the Association, and also any sums which may be contributed to the Mono- 
graph Endowment Fund. 

The Trustees shall invest and reinvest all funds so received by them, and shall 
hold the same until such time as the Association shall be dissolved or shall otherwise 
cease to exist and shall then turn over all property remaining in their hands to the 
Trustees of the Carnegie Foundation for the Advancement of Teaching. 

The income accruing on all property in their hands shall be paid over to the 
Treasurer of the Association, who shall add the income received from the Permanent 
Fund to the Current Funds of the Association and shall add the income received 
from the Monograph Endowment Fund to the Monograph Expense Account. 

Said Trustees, or any of them, may be removed by the Executive Council by a 
unanimous vote at a meeting called for the purpose, and any vacancy arising from 
the death, resignation, or removal of any Trustee shali be filled by the Executive 
Council. 
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IV. STANDING COMMITTEES 


The standing committees shall be as follows: An Editorial Committee, a Program 
Committee, a Committee on the Monograph Series, a Committee on the Revolving 
Book Fund, a Committee on Rotographs, and such others as may, on recommenda- 
tion of the Executive Council, be authorized at any Annual Meeting. Each shall 
consist of five members who shall hold office for five years, one being elected each 
year, except that the Editorial Committee may be enlarged as occasion requires. 
The following three departments shall always be represented on each committee: 
English, Germanic languages, and Romance languages. 

The Editorial Committee shall have charge of the quarterly Publications of the 
Association in coéperation with the Secretary, who shall be managing editor. 

The Program Committee shall prepare the programs for the Annual Meeting. It 
shall have authority to make regulations regarding papers and discussions and to 
codrdinate or modify the program of the various Sections and Discussion Groups. 

The Committee on the Monograph Series shall select the monographs to be pub- 
lished in the Series. 

The Committee on the Revolving Book Fund shall have general charge of the 
selection of manuscripts and of publications under the Fund. 

The Committee on Photographic Reproductions shall have charge of the solicita- 
tion of subscriptions and of the selection, manufacture, and distribution of the 
rotographs (and films). 


V. Discussion Groups (added 1933) 


The system of Discussion Groups shall be under the supervision of the Program 
Committee, which has the authority to discontinue, or add to the number of, the 
existing Groups. 

Each Group shall maintain a roll of its members corrected from year to year. 

Suggestions for the conduct of the Group meetings shall be transmitted to the 
officers of the Groups by the Secretary of the Association, and the Program Com- 
mittee may modify these from time to time. 


VI. ResEarcH Activities (added 1933, amended 1934) 


The Executive Council of the Association shall appoint a Committee on Research 
Activities, consisting of six persons and the Secretary of the Association as a non- 
voting member. The voting members of this committee shall serve for terms of three 
years, two being appointed each year. The English, Romance, and Germanic lan- 
guages, shall always be represented on this committee, and its membership shall 
always include at least one representative of linguistics and at least one representa- 
tive of literary history. 

The duty of this committee shall be to further the research activities of the Associ- 
ation and its members. It shall consider projects of research or publication that 
be presented to it, either by the Discussion Groups or by individual members of 
the Association, and shall report such projects with its recommendations to the 
Executive Council. It may also initiate projects of research or publication. It shall 
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make such suggestions to the Council for the continuing direction of approved 
projects as may seem desirable. 

The Committee on Research Activities shall meet, normally twice a year, to act 
upon projects submitted to it. 

No project shall be officially sponsored by the Association until it has received 
the approval of the Committee on Research Activities. 

This shall not be construed as affecting the authority and functions of the Stand- 
ing Committees enumerated in By-Law IV. 


VII. Bupcet (amended 1937) 


The Treasurer shall each year prepare for presentation to the Council a budget 
of expenditures for the ensuing year. After approval by the Council the budget 
shall be laid before the Association for its information at the Annual Meeting. For 
budgetary and other administrative purposes the official year shall be determined 
by the Executive Council. 


VIII. Aupir (amended 1941) 


A committee appointed by the President shall annually audit the financial re- 
sources and accounts of the Asssociation, including the security bond of the Treas- 
urer. This committee shall consist of three members having a term of three years, 
one changing annually. It shall appoint, and examine the report of, a commercial 
auditing firm; shall examine the Treasurer’s report; and shall report to the Associa- 
tion at its next Annual Meeting. A final report from the Committee shall be pub- 
lished annually in the Proceedings of the Association. This Committee shall also 
examine the Treasurer’s Budget and report on it to the Executive Council through 
the Advisory Committee. 

IX. AMENDMENT 


These By-Laws may be amended, after approval by the Executive Council, by 
a majority vote at any Annual Meeting of the Association, notice of such amend- 
ment having been distributed to the members with the program of the same meeting.

AMERICAN COUNCIL OF LEARNED SOCIETIES, 
BRITISH MANUSCRIPTS PROJECT 


Events of the early months of 1940 made clear to American scholars the 
danger in which British libraries and archives stood. Though the most pre- 
cious contents of some of the repositories had been removed to places of 
comparative safety, there remained the likelihood of damge by bombs and 
fire; and in any case it was apparent that many of the stored books and 
manuscripts would be inaccessible to research workers for a term of years. 
Moved by such considerations, the American Council of Learned Societies 
promptly set up a Committee on Microcopying Materials for Research, with 
the aim of bringing to this country photographic reproductions of as many 
valuable British documents, manuscripts, and early printed books as pos- 
sible. Aid was forthcoming from the Rockefeller Foundation. A subcommit- 
tee on selection, under the chairmanship of Dr. Herbert Kellar, was ap- 
pointed. To University Microfilms of Ann Arbor, Michigan, was entrusted 
the responsibility for setting up cameras in England and Wales, for putting 
photographers to work, and for the processing the film produced. Before 
the end of 1941, 162,000 pages had been copied; in the next year the total 
was over 700,000; and since that time there has been a further acceleration. 

It is impossible to estimate exactly the scope which the project will have 
when con.pleted. According to Mr. Eugene Power of University Microfilms, 
the thirty-one lists ordered to date (out of the total of forty compiled) in- 
clude approximately twenty-five million pages. In the end, at least twenty- 
five hundred one-hundred foot rolls of microfilm, reproducing on the average 
six or seven manuscripts each, will be available. In accordance with the 
terms originally agreed upon, negatives are deposited at the Library of 
Congress as they are processed. Dr. Luther H. Evans, Acting Librarian, 
has provided the following statement concerning their use: 


All of the microfilms received in this country under the American Council of Learned 
Societies, British Manuscripts Project will be available for use by readers in the 
Microfilm Reading Room of the Library of Congress but will not be loaned. Positive 
microfilm prints or paper enlargements of any items or portions thereof may be 
ordered through the Photoduplication Service, Library of Congress, Washington 25, 
D. C., at the regular rates for the various kinds of photo-reproduction. In all refer- 
ences to these microfilms, the manuscripts should be identified by their archival 
desigations. 

Positive copies of the Library of Congress negatives are being deposited - 
in the General Library at the University of Michigan, where a listing of the 
contents of the films has been undertaken with the aid of a grant from the 
American Council of Learned Societies. Since March, 1944, over 800 rolls 
have been listed analytically, and a subject, author, and title index prepared 
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as a further aid to scholars who wish to locate particular items. No lending 
of films is contemplated, and no catalog cards will be distributed from the 
University, since it is intended to publish ultimately a complete listing in 
something like the present form. Inquiries concerning the manuscripts will, 
however, be answered as far as possible. 

The entries which appear below give a representative idea of the kinds of 
material thus far acquired and of the methods used in analyzing them. Since 
the manuscript collections drawn upon are already represented by catalogs, 
it has seemed wise to attempt no more than the verification of printed de- 
scriptions, the correction of obvious errors, the summarizing of information 
concerning the contents of each manuscript, and the provision of references 
likely to be of assistance to scholars. Problems of attribution and dating 
have been left unsolved, with the expectation that they will become the con- 
cern of experts in mediaeval history and literature. 

The lists provided here are of manuscripts in several Cambridge libraries. 
Titles of the catalogs and other reference works consulted, with the ab- 
breviations used in the listings, follow:

Because of Sackville’s recognized 
eminence, his ieval characteristics became not only current but popular in the poetry of the 
Renaissance. At a time when the Italian influence was at its height, he allied himself with the 
Chaucer-Gower-Lydgate school in a conscious endeavor to carry on, unbroken, native English 
poetic traditions. Consequently Sackville, almost single-handed, forged the link between me- 
dieval and Renaissance poetry, imprinting upon the works of the Elizabethans characteristics 
which, though originally medieval, soon came to be regarded as features of the Renaissance.]

Others affect the most important matters of the plot: there is reason 
to think that Angelica was in an early version rescued from the orca by Orlando rather than 
Ruggiero; Medoro was at first killed before he could meet Angelica, so that Orlando did not go 
mad for jealousy of him; indeed, Orlando's madness itself may have been introduced late; 
according to early plans, Astolfo did not journey to the moon for Orlando's wits; in the plans 
for the final edition, Ruggiero was not made king of the Bulgarians until late. These and other

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Literary and historical scholars have always recognized the importance of “tool- 
books” for research.

Commercial publishers, quite properly according 
to their premises, have preserved their capital from the risks involved in such under- 
takings. And in the competition for grants from the “Foundations,” the race is 
usually to the glamorous. 


The Index Society was founded in 1939 to supply this need for a publishing society 
dedicated to the task of bringing into being tool-books for literary and historical 
research. Begun without one cent of subsidy or subvention, the Society has faith 
that American scholars by annual memberships alone can support the publication 
of the tool-books they themselves consider the most needed. The interruption of war 
has left us guessing; despite good fortune in the choice of our first two publications, 
memberships have been slow in coming in. But thanks to the enlightened generosity 
of Columbia University Press, we are going ahead with our schedule “on the cuff.” 
Nevertheless, if the Index Society is to fulfill its possibilities, many American scholars 
must subscribe to the volumes listed below. The question is simple: “Are you going 
to wear out the library copy—or leave it for future generations?” 


With your support, the Index Society can serve you and posterity too.

It lists and 
locates copies of every book published in Great Britain and colonial America in any 
language and all books published elsewhere in English. Whereas the parent volume 
contained 26,000 entries, the continuation will have about go,o0o.
